Step by step, the exhibit dem- 
onstrates the processes of producing 
penicillin: 

First, there’s the stock culture, 
with a mold similar to but not iden- 
tieal with green molds found on 
fruits or cheese, shown growing on 
jell-like base containing sugar. 

Second, the spores (seeds) from 
the slock culture e-¢ transferred to 
a nutrient solution containing sugar, 
and they germinate into white wool- 
ly plants. In three days, the mold 
covers the surface of the liquid. 
This mold creates penicillin, which 
collects in the nutrient but not in the 
mold plants. 

Third, as the mold plants mature, 
their color changes from white to 
gray-green because of the develop- 
ment of numerous spores (seeds). 
At this stage, the solution contains 
a maximum arnount of penicillin and 
the culture is ready for collection. 
If allowed to become too old, the 
penicillin in the liquid loses some 
of its strength.
